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In 1951* when the Ministry of Heavy Industry was divided into the Ministry of 
Heavy Industry and the Ministry of Light Industry* the Central Paper Organization 
which supervises the Bulgarian paper Industry became a department of the Chemical 
Industry Branch of the Ministry of Heavy Industry* Prior t© that time* it had 
been an independent organization©
